ARMED ISDIAUS AT SOUTH PASS. 


CHEYENNK, Wyo., Aug. 1.—Governor 
Richards today sent the following die- 
patch: 
Comuiissioner'of Indian Affairs: 


"1 have reliable information that 200 
Indians, supposed to be Utes, we^eseen 
yesterday near South Pass, Frenoon.^ 
county. 
Also a party of seven Sioux on 
Red Water creek, same county. All 
were mounted, armed and without 
women and children. The people of 
Fremont county are under arms and 
ready for resistance. 
Can these and all 
Indians be called to their respective 
reservations?" 


COPPINGER'S COMMAND. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. I . — A telegram 
was received at the war department to- 
day from General Coppinger, stating 
that he had crossed the Teton range 
with his command yesterday. The 
dispatch was forwarded by courrier to 
Market Lake. 
The Teton range is 
twenty-five miles from Jackson's Hole. 


SETTLERS IN DANGER 


WASHINGTON, Aug., 1.—A report of 
renewed danger to settlers in the Jack- 
son Hole region reached the bureau of 
Indian affairs today in a disfatch from 
Governor Richards, of Wyoming, dated 
at Cheyenne last night, asking that 
Indians away from their reservations 
be recalled. 
Commissioner Browning 
immediately telegraphed a response, 
stating that he had issued orders to all 
Indian agents in the disturbed region 
to take prompt steps to secure the re- 
turn of all Indians away from the reser- 
vations. 
Instructions to this effect 
have been sent to the following agences: 
Unitah and Ouray, 
Fort Duchesne, 
Utah; 
Shoshones, 
Fort 
Washakie, 
Wyoming; Pine Eidge, South Dakota, 
and Lemhi, Idaho. 


FORCED TO A^^SSDE. 


Affairs in Venezuela Arrive at 
the Cf itical Point. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1 --The steamer 
China from Tokio, July 20. brings the 
following advices: The work of estab- 
lishing thoroughly friendly relations 
with Corea must be commenced anew, 
under conditions even less advantagous 
than those which existed when Inyou 
took command. The queen has firmly 
united all anti-Japaneso political forces 
and placed herself ostentatiously at 
their head. Her ambition will not, 
however, be allowed full play, as the 
king has suddenly announced an in- 
tention of governing in person and has 
taken steps toward reorganizing the 
administration to suit his own fancy. 


The Corean king's disposition to 
erect a barrier between the court and 
the Japanese representative is shown 
by his recall to office of the American 
general, Legender, a conspicuous figure 
in Corean politics, whose opposition to 
Count Inyou is undisguised, and who 
will certainly do his beat to reverse 
everything that the envoy has done in 
the past six months. One of Inyou's 
worst errors was to antagonize Legen- 
dre. 
Working together, the two men 
might have accomplished genuine re- 
forms in Corea

PAUL, Minn., Aug. 1.—Donald 
Gront, M. B. Clapp, W. H. Fisher and 
J. A. Bowman, of this state, have re- 
turned from Venezuela, where they 
closed negotiations for the operations 
of a syndicate which will open that 
country to American capital and give 
American manufacturers and whole- 
salers a larger market and closer con- 
nections with 
all northern 
South 
America than ever before. 
Part of the 
concession which is granted to this syn- 
dicate, it will be remembered, 
is 
claimed by Great Britain. 
Now that 
the negotiations have been closed and 
the syndicate organized as the Orinico 
company, it will demand full protec- 
tion of all its rights to the land by the 
United States government. 


This is entirely likely, say the con- 
cessionaries, to force an issue on the 
question of Monroe doctrine, between 
this country and Great Britain. The 
concession on the Orinico river is said 
to be worth many millions. The syn- 
dicate will be obliged, under the terms 
of concession, to induce colonists to 
locate, and they will open the mines 
^nd placers. The latter are largely on 
disputed soil and will, it is said, quickly 
luring on conflicts with British author!- 
ti^es here.

Considerable 
pressure

brought to bear to cause the legislature, 
now in session, to pass a joint resolu- 
tion authorizing and instructing Presi- 
dent Dole to reopen annexation negoti- 
ations with the United States. 
At a 
meeting recently held by the native 
Hawaiian organization, resolutions to 
that effect were passed. It is believed 
that such a resolution should be intro- 
duced by the executive before the sen- 
ate 
adjourns. 
The 
first 
claim 
for damages 
against 
the '-guveni^ 
ment for wholesale arrests made dur- 
ing the January revolution is in the 
hands of Minister Hatch. 
It was 
handed him by United States Minister 
Willis. The claimant is James Durrell, 
an American citizen. 
He was arrested 
and confined about seven weeks. 
ISo 
charge was made against the man. He 
was simply held on suspicion. 
He 
filed a claim for $25 000 damages with 
the American minister, which was duly 
forwarded to the state department. An 
answer came by the last mail. Minister 
Willis' statement to Minister Hatch 
says that Durrell declares he has never 
by word or deed forfeited his allegiance 
to the United States; that he has not 
done nor spoken anything directly or 
indirectly against officers of Hawaii or 
its laws; that he has never expressed 
sentiments antagonistic to that govern- 
ment or in any manner counselled, en- 
couraged, aided or abetted its enemies 
either in armed rebellion or secret 
plotting. 


"These statements," Mr. Willis says, 
"establish, in the opinion of the presi- 
dent of the United States, a prima 
facie claim for substantial indemnity 
from the Hawaiian government for Mr. 
Durrell. 1 am instructed, therefore, to 
bring this case to the attention of the 
Hawaiian authorities, leaving no doubt 
in their 
minds of the confidence 
felt 
at 
Washington, 
that 
the 
government 
of 
Hawaii 
will 
not 
refuse to 
tender 
adequate 
repar- 
ation to this injured citizen of the 
United States, nor hesitate to take 
prompt measures to exonerate him from 
the imputation which this arbitrary 
treatment has left upon his good 
name." 


It is believed that Mr. Willis' letter 
will lead to international complica- 
tions, as it is understood that this gov- 
ernment does not intend to pay Durrell 
one dollar. 
James Horsburg, jr., of 
San Francisco, recently spent a few 
days in this city and, it has been 
learned, sounded the government and 
business men regarding an opposition 
line of steamers from San Francisco to 
Honolulu. Tbe probability is thst one 
of tbe Occidental and Oriental steamers 
will soon be plying regularly to this 
port.

GREENVILLE, Ohio, Aug. 1.—Thous- 
ands of persons from Ohio and adjoin- 
ing states are gathering here to cele- 
brate the centennial of General An- 
thony Wayne's treaty of peace with 
the Indians. 
The celebration was pro- 
vided for in a bill introduced by H. C. 
Gerber and passed by the legislature in 
1892, making Aug. 3, 1895, the day. 
Among others, Governor McKinley will 
make an address. 


Wayne deserves as much gratitude 
from Americans for sacrifices made and 
hardships encountered as the most 
illustrious among the fathers of the re- 
public. 
Into the half century of An. 
thony Wayne's career was crowded 
more activities than might fill four 
times that span in the lives of many of 
the world's distinguished soldiers. His 
father was of Protestant Irish stock. 
Wayne's forefathers for generation in 
England and Ireland had been fighters. 
From them he drew that martial bent 
that showed itself in the first log-house 
school he attended in Pennsylvania, 
by dividing his mates into opposing 
battallions of soldiers and Indians and 
delighting in the broken heads and 
black eyes that followed the boyish en- 
counters. 


A native of Chester, Pa, he pursued 
after leaving school the occupation of a 
land surveyor. At the breaking out of 
the revolutionary war he was appointed 
to the command of one of the four 
regiments raised by his state and par 
ticipated in the Canadian campaign 
and in the defense of Ticonderoga. He 
was, through all the seven years' cam- 
paigns conducted by Washington in 
New York and adjoining states, what 
Sheridan was to Grant in the rebellion— 
a destroying force—an 
ever 
ready 
thunderbolt. 


Gates, Carleton, Howe, Cornwallis, 
each bore witness in scattered ranks 
and heaps of slain' to the fierce charges 
and restless bravery of Mad Anthony 
Wayne and his ragged paladins. The 
story of the marches, sieges, battles, 
sacrifices and sufferings, and of the 
heroism, fortitude and patience out of 
which the United States of America 
was builded, would not be truthfully 
woven that had not the life of Gen. 
Anthony Wayne, giving strength to its 
web and hue to its woof. 


Here in this little city, the country 
conimemorates the culmination and 
crowning glory of General Wayne's 
military prowess 
and achievement 
Here it was that after the massacres, 
perpetrated for years by the sanguinary 
Indian tribes, General Wayne received 
the submission of the chiefs of the 
savage nations, conquered by his skill- 
ful generalship and matchless courage. 
Here it was he consummated with the 
hostile red men the treaty of peace 
which enabled an ever growing army of 
settlers to enter into the peoacsful oc- 
cupation of the northwest and carve 
out of it the states of Ohio, Illinois, In. 
diana, Minnesota, Iowa and their group 
of younger sisters.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Politics in the 
state of Virginia are beginning to as- 
sume a new phase, and the silver dem- 
ocrats are preparing for a form of 
campaign which they believe will have 
the effect of changing the character of 
the present controversy between the 
factions of the party. 
They propose, 
practically to abandon free coinage as 
the leading issue of the campaign and 
to place the sound money men upon 
the defensive by attacking what they 
regard as the most vulnerable points of 
the sound money doctrine. 
To do this 
they propose to use the president's 
message to the last congress upon the 
financial question, the report of Secre- 
tary Carlisle upon the same subject 
and the bill 
which 
Mr. 
Carlisle 
prepared and submitted to the house, 
together with the bill which was after- 
wards substituted for the Carlisle bUl 
by the banking and currency commit- 
tee to show that the administration 
and its followers would retire all the 
greenbacks, the treasury notes and 
ultimately the silver dollars, thus caus- 
ing a contraction of the currency by 
the withdrawal 
from circulation of 
more than $800.000 000. 
They will 
further attempt to fchow that the defi- 
nition of sound money given by the 
advocates of sound finance means gold 
coin and national bank notes. The 
plan adopted by the silver men for 
launching this method of campaign is 
somewhat peculiar. 
Some time ago 
Representative-elect Peter 
J. Otey, 
of 
the 
Sixth 
Virginia 
congres- 
fiional 
district, 
issued 
a 
call 
for a convection of the tilver men of 
that district.

BIG FAILURE. 


The Standard Wagon Company 
Makes an Assigrnment. 


Tbe Failure I>ue to Debts ot liong 
Standing—IilablUties Greater 
Than Assets. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio. Aug. 1—The Stand- 
ard Wagon company today assigned to 
Edward S. Ritchie; assets, $300,000; 
liabilities, 
$400,000 
Although the 
company confessed judgment yesterday 
to the Merchants' National bank for 
$32.000, the failure created no stir to- 
day, as it was considered by some 
heavier than $400,000 in liabilities. 
Several years ago there was an assign- 
ment by the company, and after con- 
siderable litigation the assignment was 
raised. At the time of the raising of 
the assignment the liabilities of the 
concern were about $900,000. 
Since 
then the debt has been 
reduced 
about $500,000. The company has done 
a good business and has paid the 
debts it has paid [out of the earnings of 
the business. 
Before the assignment, 
the Standard company bought out the 
Davis Carriage company. Of the sum 
to be paid for that concern, there has 
been paid about $100,000, and there is 
about the same amount due. The 
notes for that debt were falling due all 
the time, and the company has not been 
able to meet them without borrowing 
money. It has not had the credit that 
it once had because of the former trou- 
bles, and was not able to raise money 
on the available assets it has—real 
estate.

Storms do Great I>ama{;e In New Mexl- 
co—Hoincs of FarnierM Flooded 
and Fields Ruined. 


DENVER, Col., Aug. 1 —Colorado has 
been visited for two days with the 
most destructive rains and cloud bursts 
in the history of the state. At Boulder, 
forty miles north of Denver, three 
inches of rain -fell in four hours, dam- 
aging crops to an inestimable extent. 
Irrigating ditches and flumes have 
been damaged 
along 
their 
entire 
length. At Loveland the biggest ditch 
in northern Colorado broke through 
the sides in several places, flooding the 
country in the neighborhood, which 
contains well cultivated farms. 
At 
Golden the Gulf trains are all tied up, 
because the track up Clear Creek canon 
has been washed out in several places 
and four bridges have been carried 
away. In the towns of Central City 
and 
Black 
Hawk, at the head of 
Clear creek, floods have caused con- 
siderable 
damage to houses, and 
mining operations are interfered with 
on account of the washing away of 
flumes. 
At Catskill, in New Mexico, 
the Bed river went on a rampage, 
bridges were washed out and several 
families in the town had to flee for 
their lives. 
From a score of other 
points in the mountains come reports 
of heavy rains and cloud bursts. The 
Midland 
Terminal 
passenger 
train 
which left Cripple Creek last night at 
10 o'clock was caught in a land slide 
near Gillett and the rear coaches de- 
railed. No one was injured but the 
train and its occupants had a narrow 
escape. 
Travel on all the mountain 
roads is interfered with and it will be 
weeks before the damage to some of 
them is repaired. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N . M., A u g . 1.—An- 
other cloud burst has occurred and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad com- 
pany's new bridge at Rio Puerco has 
been wrecked. 
Much suffering is re- 
ported by Mexicans and small farmers 
who picked out fertile spots near the 
water's edge. 
Their home are flooded 
and their fields ruined. 
Hail accom- 
panied the rain and the crops on high 
ground are lying flat as if a monster 
roller had passed over them. A train 
was sent to meet the east bound train 
at Bio Puerco.

DIXON GETS THE DECISION. 
Featlierw«lgbt Contest at Boston Ter> 
minated by a Foul. 


BOSTON, Mass , Aug. 1.—George Dix- 
on, the champion featherweight pugil- 
ist of the world, last night won on a 
foul in the fourth round, in a contest 
with Tommy 
Connelly, 
ex amateur 
featherweight champion pugilist of the 
world. The fight was under the aus- 
pices of the Union Athletic club in 
Union Park hall. 


As the preliminary, Joe Elms, of 
Chelsea, Mass., fought Jack Levy, oi' 
England and New York, at 105 pounds. 
Levy was put out in the second round, 
Dixon and Connelly were to fight 
twenty-five rounds. 
Dixon was in ex- 
cellent condition, but Connelly ap- 
peared to be over trained. 
The men 
weighed in under 126 pounds. In the 
first round Connelly won applause by 
cleverly dodging Dixon's fierce on- 
slaughts of body blows, but Dixon had 
the best of the round. 


In the second Connelly was not so 
lively and received a series of telling 
blows on the face and body and on top 
of the head. 


In the third round Connelly was 
plainly afraid of his colored antagonist, 
and after getting in a solid face hit, re- 
tired at the bell, weary and practically 
beaten. 


The fourth round was about two min- 
utes old when Connelly was knocked 
down. He lay there until six was 
counted, when his second, Hodkins, 
i umped through the ropes and lifted 
him to his feet. On this palpable foul 
on the part of Hodkins Referee Bill 
Daly awarded the fight to Dixon.

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 1.—Ex-Circuit 
Judge Chas 
Fred Ticker, who for

Texas, stated the law governing prize 
fighting as follows: 


"The last legislature adopted a new 
criminal code in which it made prize 
fighting 
a misdemeanor 
punishable 
with a fine of not less than $500 nor 
more than $i,000 and imprisonment for 
thirty days. 
This law went into oper- 
ation July 29, just passed. 
The legisla- 
ture also and subsequently passed a 
civil code, and in it enacted that a 
fight may take place by taking out a 
license oi $500. 
This law goes into 
effect September 1, or thirty days be- 
fore the Corbett-Fitzaimmons contest. 
There is no doubt our supreme court 
will hold that is, or will be, the law 
after the 1st day of September. The 
civil code was adopted last, and there- 
fore takes precedence over the other." 


This opinion, or rather statement of 
facts about these laws, is concurred in 
by every lawyer in Dallas wjbo has read 
them, and it will be seen there is no 
power to prevent the fight takipg 
place.

Lammont arrived in this city Sun 
day night and registered at the Wayne 
hotel, being assigned to room No. 36 
Mr. Biscoe and a personal 
friend, 
George Bartlett, arrived from Wash- 
ington on the limited early this moru' 
ing. 


The fugitive had not been at the 
hotel since yesterday morning. 
It-was 
known that he would return, however, 
as he had deposited $50 in the hotel 
safe as a guarantee for his bill, having 
no baggage. 


Mr. Biscoe and his friend did not 
register and suspecting that the man 
had spent the night at a houae of ill re- 
pute, they started out to hunt for him. 
Hardly had they reached the entrance 
of the hotel when Lammont entered 
the lobby. 
He met his employer 
whom he had robbed, face to face. 


"Now, I have you—where is my 
money!" exclaimed Mr. Biscoe, clasp- 
ing the fugitive with 
both hands. 
Lammont turned pale as a ghost and 
nearly fell. 
He mumbled some nnin- 
telligable sentence and was at oAce 
hustled into a room upstaima, where he 
broke down, confessing all and crying 
like a child. All the money was re- 
covered, excepting about $100 


THE 
BOBBIBT. 


For eleven yean past the young man, 
whose right name is not Lammont, has 
been the trusted employe of Mr. Biscoe. 
During this time he has been entrusted 
with large sums of money. 
Only the 
middle of last week he had several 
thousand dollars in his possession. He 
has resided st Alexandra, .V&, a suburb 
of Washington, with his wife and two 
children. 
For some time past the 
couple have not lived happily together, 
mainly on account of jealousy upon the 
part of the husband. 


The latter part of last week another 
quarrel caused the husband to begin 
drinking and on Saturday afternoon, 
while en route to the National Metro- 
politan bank with $2 000 for deposit he 
suddenly resolved to s t ^ the money 
and flee. Eu route to the bank he rode 
with 
Mr. Biscoe's 
son, and the 
young man drove away after letting the 
bookkeeper out at the bank dcor. 


TBS FUGHT. 


Lammont entered the bank and 
handing in the account book asked to 
have it balanced, at the same time 
placing the $2,000 in bills in his pocket 
He left the bank, went to a neighbor- 
ing saloon and got a few drinks, and 
then took the first train for this city. 


Shortly after arriving here the man 
was noticed to be very restless and 
somewhat intoxicated, although acting 
a perfect gentleman about the hotel. 
He did not seem to have any business 
and on Tuesday went out and came 
back with a cheap valise. He left the 
hotel yesterday morning and did not 
return until this morning, when he was 
captured. 


Previous to starting out to hunt for 
their man Messrs. Biscoe and Bartlett 
secured a table, and, climbing upon it. 
looked over the transom in the fugi- 
tive's room to ascertain whether he 
had stayed at the hotel during the 
night. 
When they" found out that he 
hpj not, it was feared the bird had 
flown. 


BBOXE DOWN COMPLETELY. 


When the door of room No. 36, at 
the Wayne hotel closed on the three 
men this morning, a sad scene followed. 
The wronged employOT stood 
with 
folded arms calmly facing the trembl- 
ing fugitive, and said: 
"Frank, what 
have you to say for yourself?" The 
young man broke down completely, 
begging for mercy, and handing over a 
roll 
of 
bills, 
about 
$1.600 
in 
all. 
He 
said 
that 
he had 
spent 
the 
rest 
and 
told how 
he had become discouraged and took 
to drinking. 
He said that the thought 
never occurred .to him to steal the 
money until the very moment he 
stepped inside the Metropolitan bank. 


What followed is best leit silent. 
Suffice to say that Mr. Biscoe, who is a 
broad minded, 
kind 
hearted man 
mapped out a plan for the future con. 
duct of his late employe. 
"I can never 
take you back," said he, "but 1 will 
give you a sum of money and you are 
to quit drinking, go farther west and 
begin life over-in some new town. In 
dui^ time your wife can join you and 
youv present disgrace will be forgotten."

occurrence of

weather conditions will be sent.' 
Re- 
ports will also be made to the bureau 
as to the location and character of 
in- 
terests most liable to in jury by particu- 
lar kinds of weather during 
diff'erent 
seasons in order to give 
information 
for official forecasts of greatest 
protec 
tion to such 
interests. 
Officials 
as 
signed to prepare forecasts for 
states 
and territories have been directed to 
familiarize themselves 
with the river 
systems in their territory so as to 
be 
able to make 
an accurate forecast of 
the movements of flood waves and of 
the stages of water at different river 
stations in the 
event of 
threatened 
floods. 


Color Music. 


If au individmil ba.s a very quick and 
keeu perception of color, it sometimes 
happens -wlien he lieavs a snddeii sound 
that a flush of color will appo.ar before 
his cye.s, red, blue, yellow or otherwiso, 
according to the louduess and character 
of the sound. 
One luaix is on record 
whoso clirouiatic sen^e was so delicate 
that ho even .saw ila.slics of colt:>r when 
he heard hiiman voic(is and tlius conld 
•ell the color of a voice. This man ana- 
lyzed his impressions very carefully and 
found that the flash of color reachcd him 
immediately before the sound did. 
In- 
stances of this connection between light 
and sound are sufficiently numerous to 
be scientiiically c.stablislied. 


The explanation of the phenomenon 
is perhaps not so diflicult. 
In the well 
known tlieory of the correlation of forces 
sound, heat and light are considered to 
bo all produced by the more or less 
rapid vibrations of one and the same 
ether. 
A disturbance of this ether in 
varying vibrations might therefore pro- 
duce both sonnd and color at the same 
moment and by the same operation. 


This, in fact, is what does happen. 
Every note in music lias its own corre- 
sponding color. Red is the color of C, it 
is said, deeper or brighter according to 
whether it be middle 0 , high G or that 
of the lower register. 


Acting on this theory, a Mr. Riving- 
ton of London has invented an instru- 
ment he calls a "color organ." 
It is a 
wonderful 
device. 
As 
the 
musician 
strikes the keys there is cast upon a 
screen a succession of rhythmic color 
waves in beauty surpassing description. 
They are something like the everchang- 
ing figures of a kaleidoscope. 
Perhaps 
by means of this invention deaf people 
who cannot hear a note of music may 
nevertheless in time be enabled to en- 
joy it as fully as if it reached their au- 
ditory nerves.

' ^ e n so much was produced 
as to lower the price to what the com- 
pany considered too little to pay them 
big dividends, they simply stopped work 
at some of the wells till the surplus was 
used up. 
Other corporations have tried 
a similar policy with more or less suc- 
cess. 


The farmers of the United States seem 
to be learning a lesson from their so 
called enemies. 
For the past few years 
so much cotton and wheat have been pro- 
duced that these staples did not in all 
cases pay for the raising. 
The report of 
the United States agricultural depart- 
ment shows that for 1895 our farmers 
instituted a new programme. 
In the 
northwest the area sown to wheat has 
decreased perhaps 20 per cent. 
In the 
south the acreage sown to cotton has di- 
minished nearly as much. 


If the farmers of America would only 
organize, keep a sharp lookout on the 
amount of given crops raised and of 
prices the country over they could reg- 
ulate production and prices of all their 
staples as easily and eifectually as the 
Whisky trust and the Standard Oil reg- 
tilate their business. 
When will they 
do this?

as in time to thrive and prodnoo with- 
out irrii^^ation. 
youietliiiig like this has 
actually been done bi some i;arts of the 
north\A"est, so far a.s the raising 
of fruit 
is concerned. 
At Ijrtit it was tJionght 
that apples, pears and grapes C(jnld not 
be produced ut all in nuujy sections of 
the northwest ou accimnt of llie bitter 
cold.

and other hard.y i'rr.it.s from 


other cold re-gions of tlic olil v.'orld and 
experimented v/ith year alter year till 
finally 
they kindly acclimated 
them- 
selves and nov/ thrive and produce boun- 
tifully-. 
Perhaps arid region wheat and 
ither growths may be in like 
manner 
dWeloped. 


W h y D o Chlldfen Tell Lies? 


We give it up. 
We have often won- 
dered why grown people tell lies, but 
have never been able to answer the ques- 
tion satisfactorily. If, however, children 
lie from a different reason than the one 
that prompts growTi people to do so, per- 
haps Dr. Nathan Oppeuheimer lays be- 
fore us that reason in The Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly. 


Most people thiuk yormg ones tell lies 
from mere depravity. Dr. Oppeaaheimer 
says not. 
He finds a scientific cause for 
childhood's departure from truth- 
He 
remarks that the "origin is to be sought 
in the fundamental workings of the 
mind." A chi Id sees or hears something. 
It makes an impression on his mind— 
that is to say, the idea of the thing is 
conveyed to his brain through his sight 
or hearing. 
Then his mind conceives it 
and returns his conception to the outer 
world again in speech. 
To do this cor- 
rectly there must be a brain capable of 
forming an accurate idea, them, second, 
a brain capable of transmitting the idea 
accurately back. 
If the child's brain is 
not fully or harmoniously developed, 
then either its ideas or the expression of 
them or both will be defective. 
Few 
children's brains are harmoniously de- 
veloped, therefore they are often uncon- 
scious liars. 


This scientific explanation of infantile 
lying, that it is caused by imperfect 
brain action, is no doubt as true as it is 
beautiful 
But somehow we have no- 
ticed that many of the greatest liars 
among children are those -who have had 
frequent opportunity to hear their par- 
ents tell white lies at home. 
It is odd, 
but it is also scient-ifically true. Perhaps 
in that cose the parents' brain develop- 
ment is likewise defective. 


Negroes For the Kongo F r e e State. 


There are various countries in

the black man would be a welcome im- 
migrant, even if the people of the Unit- 
ed States are not pining for the increase 
of his family. 
Mexico w i l l take imm- 
bers of industrious negro colonists, some 
of the South American republics have 
expressed a desire for colored farmers 
from the United States, and now the 
Kongo Free State sends out a 
flattering 
bid for intelligent 
colored American 
farmera 
Really the stock of the black 
man seems looking up. 


The Belgian secretary for the Kongo 
Free State has written from Brussels-^ 
letter to Mr. C. C. Carter of Riverside, 
CaL, making overtures for a large mi-

Africa 
because 
these will be able to endure the cli- 
mate while 
they :;ultivate 
the 
soil 
The old vain dream of 40 acres and a 
mule that haunted for so many years the 
imagination of American freedmen will 
be more than realized iu the Kongo Free 
State. 
Large inducements are offered 
to healthy and 
industrious 
American 
negro farmers who w i l l go back with 
their families to the land of their an-- 
cestors. It is expected to make a special 
effort to cultivate tobacco in the Kongo 
Free State. 


It is certain that no business firm has 
the right to say what its employoes shall 
or shall not eat or drink. 
But i t has a 
perfect right to say that its w o r k shall 
be well done and done on time. That is 
the view taken by the National Tubing 
company at McKeesport, Pa. If a work- 
man has been intoxicated, so t h a t it has 
caused him to be away from hiss work 
or to half do it when he is preseiut, the 
National Tubing company requires that 
he shall sign a pledge before an alder- 
man not to drink anything intoxicating 
for a year. The company stands clearly 
ou its rights in the matter.

RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


Fort Wayne and Akroii 
Closely Connected 


to be 


Mrs. lloltie Green Se«>kinK Another 
Railro.td—Aßiiir!« About the 
l>opots and Stioi>ü. 


Fort Wayno and Akron, Ohio, will 
soon be more closely connected by rail 
than they are at present, if the scheme 
of the interested parties is carried to 
consummalion. Regarding the matter 
the Findlay, Ohio, Republican of yes- 
terday eaje: ' There is a strong prob- 
ability that in the neir future the 
Tangent line will be running trains 
through to Akron, where the road can 
make several good eastern connectionp, 
as well as be in close touch with the 
great coal field in that section of the 
state. Just how thii will be done is a 
matter of conjecture, as those in au- 
thority are averse to making th«?ir 
plans public at present. It would 
seem, however, that the idea of the 
Tangent line officials is to connect their 
road with the Carey branch of the Big 
Four and at Carey to use the i racks of 
the Pittsburg, Akron and Western to 
secure entrance to Akron. Whether a 
purchase of the Carsy branch of the 
Big Four is contemplated or whether 
simply the use of the tracka is intended 
is not known, but there is surely a 
plan contemplated by the Tangent line 
folks to extend their road from the 
present terminus at the Toledo and 
Ohio Central, in this city, through 
to the Carnahan addition, a dis- 
tance of about two miles, to the tracks 
of the Big Fear.

Irrigating ditches and flumes have 
been damaged along their

length. At Loveland the biggest ditch 
in northern Colorado broke through 
the sides in several places, flooding the 
country in the neighborhood, which 
contains well cultivated farms. 
At 


Golden the Gulf trains are all tied up, 
because the track up Clear Creek canon 
has been washed out in several places 
and four bridges have been carried 
aw&y. In the towns of Central City 
and 
Black Hawk, at the head of 


Clear creek, floods have caused con- 
siderable 
damage to houses, 
and 


mining operations are interfered with 
on account of the washing away of 
flumes. At Catekill, in New Mexico, 
the Bed river went on a rampage, 
bridges were washed out and several 
families in the town had to flea for 
their lives. From a score of other 
points in the mountains come reports 
of heavy raina and cloud bursts. The 
Midland Terminal passenger 
train 


which lelt Cripple Creek laat night at 
10 o'clock was caught in a land slide 
near Gillett and the rear coaches de- 
railed. No one was injured but the 
train and its occupants had a narrow 
escape. Travel on all the mountain 
roads ia interfered with and it will be 
weeks before the damage to some of 
them is repaired. 


ALBCQUEEQDE, N. M., Aug. 1.—An- 


other cloud burst has occurred and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad com- 
pany's new bridge at Bio Puerco has 
been wrecked. Much suffering is re- 
ported by Mexicans and small farmers 
who picked out fertile spots near the 
.water's edge. Their home are flooded 
and their fields ruined. Hail accom- 
panied the rain and the crops on high 
ground are lying flat as if a monster 
roller had passed over them. A train 
was sent to meet the east bound train 
»t Bio Puerco. An endeavor was to be 
made to transfer the passengers. The 
storm was general and the country is 
flooded as far south as El Paso and as 
far west as Williams. 
Rumors are 


plentiful regarding loss of life. Bail- 
way tracks are in places very dangerous 
and much care is being exercised by 
the officers to have weak places closely 
watched.

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 1.—Ez-Circuit 


Judge Chae Fred Ticker, who for 
many years eat upon the bench and 
greatly distinguished himself for legal 
ability, and who is regarded as having 
one of the clearest legal minds in 
Texas, stated the law governing prize 
fighting ae follows: 


"The last legislature adopted a new 


criminal code in which it mude prize 
fighting a misdemeanor punishable 
with a fine of not less than {500 nor 
more than $1,000 and imprisonment for 
thirly days. This law went into oper- 
ation July 29, just passed. The legisla- 
ture also and subsequently passed a 
civil code, and in it enacted that a 
fight may take place by taking out a 
license ol $500. This law goes into 
effect September 1, or thirty days be- 
fore the Corbetl-FitMimmons contest. 
There is no doubt our supreme court 
will hold that is, or will be, the law 
after the 1st day of September. 
The 


civil code was adopted last, and there- 
fore takes precedence over the other." 


This opinion, or rather statement of 


facts about these laws, is concurred in 
by every lawyer in Dallas who has read 
them, and it will be seen there is no 
power to prevent the fight 
place.

If all individual has it very quick ahd 


keen perception of color, it sometimes 
happens wlieu lie hears a sudden soifnd 
that a flash of color will1 appear before 
his ejcs, red, blue, yellow or otherwise, 
according to the loadness and character i 
of tlie sound. One man is on record 
whoso chromatic wiife was so delicate 
that hy eveu saw flashes of color when 
ho heard human voices and thus could 
tell thu color of a voice. This man ana- 
lyzed his impressions very carefully and 
found that tho Dash of color reached him 
immediately before the sound did. In- 
stances of this connection between light 
aud sound uro sufficiently numerous to 
bo scientifically established. 


The explanation of tho phenomenon 


is perhaps not so 'difficult In the well 
known theory of the correlation of forces 
sound, beat and light arc considered to 
be all produced by the more or less 
rapid vibrations of one ami tho same 
ether. A disturbance of this ether in 
varying vibrations might therefore pro- 
duce, both sonml and color at Hie same 
moment and by the same operation. 


This, iu fact, is what does happen. 


Every note in music has its own corre- 
sponding color. Red is the color of 0, it 
is said, deeper or brighter according to 
whether it bo middle G, high C or that 
of tho lower register. 


Acting on this theory, a Mr. Siviag- 


tou of London has invented an instru- 
ment he calls a "color organ." It is a 
wonderful device. As the musician 
strikes tho keys thcrs is cast npon a 
screen a succession of rhythmic color 
waves in beauty surpassing description. 
They are something lika the everehang- 
iug figures of a kaleidoscope. Perhaps 
by means of this invention deaf people 
who cannot hear a note of music may 
nevertheless in time be enabled to en- 
joy it as fully as if it reached their au- 
ditory nerves.

for official forecasts of greatest protec- 
tion to such interests. Officials as- 
signed to prepare forecasts for states 
and territories have been, directed to 
familiarize themselves with the river 
systems in their territory so as 'to be 
able to make an accurate forecast of 
the movements of flood waves and of 
the stages of water at different river 
stations in the event of threatened 
floods.

He finds a scientific canse lor 
childhood's departure from truth. Ha 
remarks that the "origin is to be sought 
in the fundamental workings of the 
mind." A child sees or hears something. 
It makes an impression oil his mind— 
that is to say, the idea of the thing is 
conveyed to his brain through his sight 
or hearing. Then his mind conceives it 
and returns his conception to the outer 
world again in speech. To do this cor- 
rectly there must be a brain capablo of 
forming an accurate idea, then, second, 
a brain capable of transmitting the idea 
accurately back. If the child's brain is 
not fully or harmoniously developed, 
then either its ideas or tho expression of 
them or both will ba defective. .Few 
children's brains are harmoniously de- 
veloped, therefore they are often uncon- 
scious liars. 


This scientific explanation of infantile 


lying, that it is caused by imperfect 
brain action, is no donbt as true as it is 
beautiful But somehow wo have no- 
ticed that many of tho greatest liars 
among children ore those who have bad 
frequent opportunity to hear their par- 
ents tell white lies at home. It is odd, 
but it is also scientifically true. Perhaps 
in that case the parents' brain develop-' 
ment ia likewise defective.

Years ago the organized distilling in^ 


tarests of the country limited the prodno-^ 
tion of whisky to what was conceived to 
be paying quantities. Later the Standard 
Oil company did the same thing for pe- 
trolenm, When so much w-as produced 
as to lower tho price to what the corn- 
pony considered too little to pay them 
big dividends, they simply stopped work 
at some of the Wells till the surplus was 
used up. Other corporations have tried 
a similar policy with more or less suc- 
cess. 


The fanners of thoTJnited States seem 


to be learning a lesson from their so 
called enemies. For tho past few years 
somnch cotton and wheat have been pro- 
duced that these staples did not in all 
cases pay for tho raising. The report of 
tho United States agricultural depart- 
ment shows that for 1895 our farmers 
instituted a new programme. In the 
northwest the area sown to wheat has 
decreased perhaps SO per cent. In the 
south tho acreage- sown to cotton has di- 
minished nearly as much. 


If tho farmers of America would only 


organize, keep a sharp lookout oil the 
amount of given crops raised and of 
prices the comitry over they could reg- 
ulate production and prices of all their 
staples as easily and effectually as tho 
Whisky trust and the Standard Oil reg- 
tilato thoir business. When will they 
do this?
